--  Number  for  market,  at  42.8  million,  is  2  percent  above  1976  and  20 

percent  larger  than  1975's  market  hog  inventory. 

The  14  Quarterly  States  usually  account  for  about  85  percent  of  the  total 
U.S.  hog  &  pig  inventory. 


PIG  CROP  (JUNE-AUGUST) 


The  June-August  1977  pig  crop  in  the  14  States  totaled  20.0  million  head,  9 
percent  above  the  previous  year  and  33  percent  larger  than  the  same  period  two 
years  ago.    There  were  2.8  million  sows  farrowed  in  these  States  during  this  period, 
10  percent  more  than  the  corresponding  period  in  1976,  and  32  percent  above  the 
June-August  1975  period. 

Litter  size  averaged  7.23  pigs  for  the  three  months,  compared  with  7.30  a 
year  earlier  and  7.19  for  the  same  period  two  years  ago. 


FARROWING  INTENTIONS 


Producers  in  the  14  States  intend  to  farrow  2.8  million  sows  during  the 
September-November  1977  period,  10  percent  more  than  a  year  ago  and  32  percent 
above  the  1975  period. 

Farrowing  intentions  for  the  December  1977-February  1978  quarter  are  placed 
at  2.6  million  sows,  11  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier  and  26  percent  more  than 
farrowed  during  the  period  two  years  ago.

INFORMATION  WAS  COLLECTED  BY  MAIL,  TELEPHONE  AND  PERSONAL  INTERVIEWS.    SINCE  ALL  OPERATIONS  WITH  HOGS 
WERE  NOT  INCLUDED  IN  THE  SAMPLE,  SURVEY  ESTIMATES  ARE  SUBJECT  TO  SAMPLING  VARIABILITY.    THIS  VARIABILITY,
